LONDON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Reginold McKenna, in an address 
before the Commercial] Committee of the 
House of Commons to-night, dealt with the 
restoration of the gold standard. . He ex- 
plained, in his opening remarks, that the 
need for more currency in permanent 
circulation could only arise from higher 
prices, which caused more currency to be 
kept in the tills of the shopkeepers. It 
followed that, whatever control could be 
exercised over movements in the price level 
would also be effective in limiting the 
demand for currency. 


To be managed efficiently, the volume of 


credit must be so regulated, from day to 
day and from week to week, as to maintain 


stability in the currency and supply ‘the 
needs of trade. 


A drop in the price level, whéther | 
absolute or relative, spells stagnant trade. 


and unemployment, said Mr. McKenna, 
and it follows that the control of credit 
should be so exercised as to permit, an 
expansion when internal conditions require 
it.

£200,000, This would create such a de- 
mand for gold as would raise its value. It 
would he a serious shock to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, who would have to pay for 
it. and it would be injurious to our trade, 
as it would immediately cause a fall in prices. 
Until we can afford it better than we can 
now, I would not risk any demand being 
made for gold merely for internal currency 
lurposes. .
